A*ERDEEN, Miss. Sept. 24, 1876.—A Repub- 
lican meeting in Okibahah was broken up last 
night. Four negroes were killed and several 
wounded by the Democrats.

Pearsons said the object of this was to 
get additional policemen to discover where the 
obnoxious odors came from. The subject of 
stinks would soon be before the Council for in- 
vestigation and discussion. Still he did not 
think it was necessary to 22 additional 
help; the source of stinks could be discovered 


wi out it. 
Ald. Sommer moved to place on file. 


Ald. McCrea thought there might be some- 
thing in the communication, and . its 


reference to the Committee on Heal 
Ald. Throop explained the steps that had been 


taken by the Stench Committee. The object of 


the communication was that some persons 
should be selected to make arrests and do cer- 
tain work at night that — present inspectors 
were not authorized to perform. 

Ald. White said this was nothing more nor 
less than what he expected to come from the 
present Health Department. This move was 
simply retrenchment and humbug extraordi- 
narily combined. If moremen were req why 
were those who were employed under the old 
regime discharged? If this matter was investi- 

thoroughly they would find as much stink 
n the Health — as in Bridgeport; 
that Department, he was free to say, was rotten 
from the top to the bottom. 

Aid. McAuley thought the nature of the re- 
nary was not properly understood. It was dif- 

cult for the present staff to ferret out the 
stinks, and the citizens who had considered 
the subject had thought it advisable to recom- 
mend tae employment of these additional men, 
so that the source of the stinks might be dis- 
covered and the muisance abolished.

Through advices torwarded to the Repub- 
lican Congressional Committee in Washing- 
ton, reliable information is furnished of the 
atrocious performances of the Tildenites in 
Mississippi and South Carolina. The plan 
of intimidation through a frequent resort to 
murder whenever the colored Republicans 
become so bold as to hold political meetings 
is pursued so systematically as o denote 
a thorough understanding and agree- 
ment among the Democratic managers 
in the South concerning the conduct 
of the campaign.

Deliberate preparations are making for a 
renewal of bloodshed and lawlessness in the 
anthracite regions of Pennsylvania, for such 
will almost inevitably be the result of the 
action of the mine-operating companies in 
deciding upon a general and complete sus- 
pension of work. Already there are about 
30,000 colliers out of employment, and an- 
other week will add nearly 20,000 more to 
the dangerous list. How to control this 
vast army of idle, desperate men, and 
prevent a recurrence of the troubles 
which invariably grow out of a 
total cessation of work in the mining regions, 
is a problem that seems to defy solution. 
The determination on the part of the operat- 
ing monopolists to limit the production of 
coal and keep up prices is as strong as ever, 
in spite of the recent disruption of the com- 
bination, and a gloomy outlook is presented 
for the coming winter. Meanwhile, there is 
no appreciable break in the price of coal, 
and if, as is claimed, the market is glutted 
on account of over-production, the con- 
sumer gets no benefit from it. It is hardly 
to be wondered at that the unemployed 
miners should become vicious and desperate, 
and that Molly Maguireism should flaurish. 

THE “SOLID SOUTH.” ** 

The handiwork of the Democratic candi- 
date for President may be readily discov- 
ered in the Private circular which has 
been distributed throughout the Southern 
States in his behalf, instructing the Confed- 
erates to carry every Southern State at all 
hazards.” Thiscircular is not any more in- 
famous, perhaps, than the private and 
confidential instructions issued in 1868 by 
Sauen J. Tors as Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Central Committee in New York, in- 
structing the subordinates throughout the 
State to make an early and accurate return of 
the majorities to Twzzp, so that it might be 
known how large a fraudulent Democratic 
majority was necessary in New York City to 
overcome the honest Republican majority in 
the State. The purpose of both circulars is 
the same, viz.: To incite the commission of 
frauds in order to assure Democratic suc- 
cess. Inthe one case—the New York circu- 
lar of 1868—the method adopted was stuff. 
ing the ballot-boxes; in the other—the 
present circular—the method advised is 
to prevent the negroes from voting 
by the use of the bowie-knife, pistol, and 
shot-gun. That this isthe real meaning of 
ee is evident not only from its gen- 

tone but from the specific assertion con- 
cerning Attorney-General Tarr’s order that 
‘* The Administration has not troops enough 
to execute its threats.” As these threats 
were merely instructions to the United States 
Marshals to insist upon the observance of 
the laws adopted to carry out the Fifteenth 
Amendment, the above assertion means that 
the Government has not the power to enforce 
the law if the Confederates will only follow 

the Mississippi plan in all the States. 
The latest news from South Carolina indi- 
cates that the advice is being observed. Dur- 
ing Sunday and Monday, a week ago, some 
25 or 30 negroes were killed in Aiken County, 
not far from the scene of the Hamburg mas- 
sacre, and probably by the same band of 
Confederates. It was another race con- 
flict,” in which all the killed were blacks and 
not a white man hurt. It will only require 
one or two more massacres of this kind before 
election to seare the negroes from even at- 
tempting to exercise the right of voting. 
Indeed, they seem already to be convinced 
that it will be as much as their life is worth. 
It is said that there has not been a single Re- 
publican meeting in the State that has not 
been invaded by the Confederates. The 
purpose is to carry South Carolina in the 
same manner as Mississippi was carried,— 
either by frightening the negroes off or kill- 
ing them off when necessary. 

The Torx circular to the Confederates 
points out that the hope of the Northern 
Democracy is to carry New York, New Jer- 
sey, and Connecticut,—three States which it 
is believed may be cheated out of their legal 
votes by the operations of the New York 
City Democracy after the manner of 1868.

which the Government achieved in a war of 
four years that cost several thousand millions 
of dollars.

Increase of Democratic vote 

This increase represents just about the 
number of Liberal votes for THD that year, 
all of which are now going for Harms. The 
highest Presidential vote ever cast by the 
Democrats in New York was for Sxruobn, in 
1868, which was 429,883, and that was when 
the enormous frauds were perpetrated in the 
Cities of New York and Brooklyn, whereby 
Seymour's vote was swollen more than 
30,000 by bogus ballots and forged nat- 
uralization papers. This fall the Re- 
publican voters of New York are 
united, harmoniofis, and all pulling to- 
gether. Reckoning the natural increase of 
Republican voters in the last four years at 
30,000, which isthe same as between 1868 
and 1872, Gov.

The October elections in Ohio 
and Indiana will of course exercise consider- 
able influence on the result in New York ; but 
if the Republicans carry one of them, TDI 
will be whipped in New York in November. 


THE REVENUE OF CHICAGO. 
The latest form of assault upon the credit 


of this city is in a plea, filed by various per- 
sons as a reason why they should not pay 
taxes on their property, to the effect that 
what is known to the law as township organ- 
ization in this county has been abolished by 
the new Constitution, and hence the County 
Treasurer is not the proper officer to collect 
the taxes. The plea is not that the taxes 
were levied for an improper or illegal pur- 
pose, that the proceedings were fraudulent, 
or the tax unjust or unequal, or that the 
property was not fairly responsible for the 
tax, or that the Treasurer's receipt for taxes 
would not be an ample defense ; but the plea 
was that these persons did not want to pay 
any tax, but wanted to have their taxes paid 
for them by the public, and therefore 
they complained that township organiza- 
tion had been abolished, and that 
they could not conscientiously roecog- 
nize the County Treasurer as collector 


Vof taxes. So they refused to pay their taxes, 


and, when judgment was given against the 
property, they appealed to the Supreme 
Court. That Court, overwhelmed with busi- 
ness, is now hearing learned arguments, and 
will have to determine the question whether 
some 50 or 60 persons in Chicago car law- 
fully claim exemption from taxation because 
the County Collector, who has collected all 
the rest of the taxes, is the County Treasurer, 
and not some other officer. 

It is one of the afflictions of this city that 
the determination of every question, polit- 
ical, moral, and religious, arising under the 
law, is tested by a refusal of political dead- 
beats to pay their taxes. So it is in this case. 
These people have not the remotest interest 
in the question whether township organiza- 
tion has or has not been abolished, ex- 
cept that he doubt furnishes a pre- 
text for non-payment of taxes. These 
objections to paying taxes, if they were of a 


very distasteful to these objectors, They do 
not want all taxes defeated; they want all 


want the general public to pay for them, and 
release these tax-fighters. 

The Constitution created two classes of 
counties,—those under township organiza- 
tion and those not under that organization, 
—and provided a government for each class. 
The same Constitution provided a govern- 
ment for Cook County which differs from 
either of the other classes of county gov- 
ernments, So far as the Constitution estab- 


lishes a difference, legislation has taken 
place, but- how far other legislation was 
needed is an open question. The county is 
governed as it was before the adoption of 
the Constitution, except as that government 
was directly modified by the Constitution. 
All existing governments continue until the 
new one is put in operation; governments 
do not rise and fall without some provisions 
of law. The existing government may have 
been legally superseded, but until a new one 
is provided and put in operation the old one 
continues, and its acts are valid. It is the 
de facto government. For the court to inter- 
fere and set aside all the taxes imposed 
in Cook County for the support of the State 
and county, and for the City of Chicago, be- 
cause no new form of government has been 
erected here, would be causeless, but none 
the less destructive revolution. It wpuld an- 
nihilate all government in this city and 
county; would annihilate public credit ; 
would destroy all authority, including the 
courts, and all civil and judicial officers, by 
destroying the only means of supporting any 
kind of authority. There may or may not 
be some latent force in the objection that the 
form of government in this county has not 
been perfected; but that there is and has 
been a government here in continuation of 
its predecessor is a legal fact, covering the 
government of this city and county for sev- 
eral years. Whatever force there may be in 
this objection will not be recognized by a 
court in an application of this kind, which is 
merely an attempt to escape payment of 
taxes, the justice and legal purpose of which 
are not questioned. 

The citizen who feels aggrieved at the 
magnitude of his tax-bill should bear in 
mind that he is annually taxed not only to 
pay his oWn taxes, but a proportion of the 
taxes of these other people who escape taxes 
by technical pleas before the courts. There 
are now city and county taxes amounting to 
nearly $2,000,000 from which these people 
have by these means escaped, and which 
sum has to be made good by extra taxation 
onthe property of all others. Every year 
adds to this practice and to this burden. 
All this is largely due to the defects in the 
Revenue law. 

Never in the history of the city has Chi- 
cago stood so much in need of a representa- 
tion, at Springfield composed of the very best 
and most experienced citizens. Such a dele- 
gation, personally worthy of the respect and 
confidence of the members of the General 
Assembly, will be able to secure such modi- 


fications of the law as will afford some relief 


to the embarrassed city, will enable if to re- 
cover this $2,000,000 of unpaid taxes, and 
prevent a repetition of this perpetual assault 
upon the collection of the public revenue. 

Shall we have such representatives? The 
Democratic party, out of 24 persons nomi- 
nated as Senators and Representatives, has 
named but three persons having the least 
fitness for the office. Will the Republicans 
seek public favor by selecting another and a 
superior class of men? Will the eonventions 
provoke and invite the union of the respecta- 
ble and tax-paying citizens of all parties to 
unite in the selection of a complete ticket of 
legislative candidates who will be not only 
competent men, but such men as the pecu- 
liar circumstances of the city at this time 
require ?

The standing question of the present cam- 
paign has been from the very outset, What 
single act did Samo J. Tum perform 
for the Union or for the soldiers, when the 
Republic was threatened with disruption?

ment $15,531. 


THE SULLIVAN INDICTMENT. 

A good many people were astonished yes- 
terday to learn of a movement in the Grand 
Jury room to reconsider the indictment found 
early in the month against AtzxanpreR Sur- 
Livan for the murder of Hawrorp. One of the 
jurors brought the question up in court, and 
Judge Rocers said that he could only entertain 
it when a reconsideration should be formally 
presented to him by a majority vote of the 
Grand Jury. Whether the movement will be 
pushed to secure such a vote inthe Grand Jury 
room cannot be known, but there is reason 
to believe the Court will deny the right of 
the jury to withdraw the indictment even if 
they vote todo so. An admitted practice of 
this kind would be liable to great abuse, 
and would make the Grand Jury merely 
a blackmailing institution. There would 
be a temptation to indict citizens 
in order to reconsider the action for pay. An 
offender against the law might at any time 
hope to escape even a trial by buying up 
twelve members of a Grand Jury after he 
learned that an indictment had been found 
against him. If Suuzivan can show that he 
was only guilty of manslaughter under the 
law in kiling Hanrorp, the indictment for 
murder will not convict him of the greater 
offense. As we understand the law, the case 
is now under control of the State's Attorney, 
who alone has the power to withdraw or dis- 
miss it. Of course he will not consent, as 
the representative of the people, to do either 
one or the other. 

CHEAP RAILWAY TRANSPORTATION. 

The ‘‘railroad war,” as it is called, has 
been of great practical benefit to the country, 
and in this benefit the railroads themselves 
have liberally shared. The opening of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to Chicago was 
the opening of another trunk railway from 
the West to the East. That road was out of 
debt, had a surplus greater than its capital, 

had the shortest line. It boasted of its 

ity to perform railway service profitably 
at less rates than any of its overburdened 
competitors, and its completion was wel- 
comed by the whole people of the Valley of 
the Mississippi. The cheap rates were 
established by that road, and the Company 
was applauded accordingly until it was dis- 
covered that the Baltimore & Ohio had mere- 
ly resorted to that service to compel the 
other trunk roads to admit it to a combina- 
tion from which it had been previously ex- 
cluded. As soon as the combination was 
opened to it, it went in with all the 
earnestness and gratification of a veteran 
monopolist. The era of the pool and 
mileage rates followed, which lasted until the 
VANDERBILT managers discovered that their 
business was going by the shorter routes to 
the nearest points. Vans r, of course, 
repudiated this losing business, and estab- 
lished the only just and equitable rule, and 
certainly the only one by which New York 
can hope to retain its trade. The Varo 
tr route is, in miles, longer from Chicago 
to New York than any of the Other lines, 
but he has discarded the mileage theory, and 
offers to take freights to and from Chicago 
and New York at as low a rate as they are 
carried between Chicago and any other East- 
ern city. The New York Central Railroad 
and its connections, though 75 miles longer 
than either of the other routes, has the ad- 
vantage of avoidingall mountain grades and 
of running through a levelcountry. Through 
New York it is provided with four tracks. 
The Baltimore and the Philadelphia lines 
have the disadvantage of passing through 
the mountain districts with the heavy grades. 
The facilities and inexpensiveness of hand- 
ling grain in Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
and the cheapness of coal, are, it is claimed, 
offset by the commercial advantages of New 
York City, and the ability to haul larger 
trains. At all events, VanpersrtT claims 
that at the same sum per ton from any point 
it is to the advantage of the shipper to use 
his lines in preference to those leading to 
other cities. We assume that, by establish- 
ing this line of policy, he has been recover- 
ing a portion of the trade which had been 
directed to other points, and has been re- 
taining for New York other trade that 
threatened at one time to abandon that city. 
We are confirmed in this opinion some- 
what by reading that President Garrett, 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railway Com- 
pany, has been declaring that the New 
York Central & Hudson River Reail- 
road Cempany, by making the same 
rates of freight between the West 
and New York as are charged by shorter 
lines to other cities, and discarding mileage, 
not only ignores the laws of trade,” but 
is acting absurdly. The solicitude of the 
President of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
lest the New York Company would injure its 
finances betrays a generosity that is so rare 
that, in the light of the past, it looks like an 
offer for another combination, with advanced 
rates all around. 


The time for railroad combinations and 
high rates of freight has passed. The pres- 
ent rates would involve bankruptcy if the 
amount of business and the operating ex- 
penses were the same as before the decline 
in rates. Another and better and wiser 
policy has succeeded. It has been discovered 
that it is more profitable to a railroad com- 
pany, and to the greater profit of the coun 
try, to carry five tons of freight where one 
was carried before, and to receive three-fifths 
as much per tom as was received for car- 
rying the one ton, and to so reduce | 
the operating expense that the five 
tons may be moved at the previous cost 
of moving the one ton. The balance-sheet of 
such transactions will show a much larger 
profit than that of the old way, but the in- 
creased profit to the country is incalculable. 
In the first place, it permits the producer to 
sell five tons where he sold one ton, and to 


creased market for the latter branch of in- 


tion. It benefits all producers and all con- 
sumers ; increases the exchange of commod- 
ities, and removes the prohibitions on that 
exchange which exist in excessive cost of 
transportation. 

That 1s the policy which has been forced 
upon the railroads by the war which was 
begun for another purpose Mr. Vana 
nur has had the wisdom to foresee that 75 
miles’ additional distance in a route of 1,000 
miles was a disadvantage which might easily 
be overcome by other advantages. He has 
put down four tracks; he has no high grades ;

The West has, moreover, snapped th 
chains that forced it to deal at any particular 
point. It finds Boston, Portland, Montreal, 
Philadelphia, and Baltimore at the East. It 
does not care which road is the longest or 
shortest. It asks simply the sum per ton for

offering the lowest rate.. The same rule 
must apply to exchauge freights. Mileage 
is no longer of any concern to the shipper; 
and the railroad with the longest route must 
accept for the service the price demanded 
for the short route or go without business. 
Mr. Garretr may make up his mind that the 
mileage principle in railroad freights has ex- 
ploded. 


THE EUROPEAN WAR-CLOUD. 

Although the next twenty-four hours’ news 
may change the aspect of the situation, the 
present news from Europe indicates a gen- 
eral war. Pending the definite outcome of 
existing complications between the Great 
Powers and Turkey, a brief resume of oper- 
ations will place the reader in a position to 
make his own forecast of the future. The 
struggle between Turkey and Herzegovina, 
which had previously been of a guerrilla 
character, first assumed the magnitude of 
war on the 4th of last July, when the Ser- 
vians entered the field against Tarkey, rein- 
forced a few days after by Montenegro. The 
contest at the outset was favorable to the 
Servians. Then the fortunes of war varied, 
and victory alternately rested with Turk and 
Servian. As the war went on, the Servians 
exhausted their resources. The Turk, how- 
ever, receiving constant accessions from the 
Egyptians, the Albanians, and their Asiatic 
provinces, soon overwhelmed the Servians 
by sheer weight of numbers, and crushed 
them at Alexinatz, the crowning victory of 
the war. The Servians had received the 
moral assistance of the Russians; the Turks 
had been indirectly supported by the Aus- 
trians. Up to the time of the infamous 
and infernal Bulgarian atrocities, they had 
also enjoyed the sympathy of England. 
These atrocities, however, produced such a 
revulsion of feeling in England and brought 
such a pressure to bear upon the Tory Gov- 
ernment that Dersy and DisraELi were com- 
pelled to withdraw their support, and to 
warn Turkey of the disastrous results that 
would flow from such inhumanity. Immedi- 
ately following the Turkish victory at Alex- 
inatz, the Great Powers suggested an armis- 
tice to the Porte. The latter declared an 
unwillingness to make an armistice, and 
offered terms of peace, the acceptance of 
which would have reduced the Sclavic prov- 
inces to the original statu quo, with no more 
hope of immunity from persecution than 
they had had before, and would in addition 
have entailed upon them the remuneration 
of the Turks for their military outlay during 
the campaign. The Great Powers promptly 
refused to allow these propositions to be made, 
and, pending the arrangement for an armis- 
tice, compelled a ten days’ truce, which ex- 
pired yesterday. Meanwhile England, acting 
with the other Powers, has proposed, as a 
basis for negotiations, the following points: 
First, an unconditional armistice; second, 
the statu quo ante bellum, to be maintained 
as regards Servia and Montenegro, with an 
extension of territory for the latter, to be 
taken, of course, from Southern Herzegovina, 
which, whether it were intended go or not, 
is a graceful recognition of the fact that the 
Montenegrins have not been defeated once 
by the Turks in this campaign ; third, liberal 
provision for local autonomy in Bosnia, 
Herzegovina, and Bulgaria, which is the de- 
mand that Guapstone first suggested in his 
famous pamphlet on the Bulgarian atrocities. 
The concession of this third point would give 
to the three provinces named the same semi- 
independence that is now enjoyed by Servia, 
Montenegro, and Roumania. They would be 
governed by their own rulers, the payment 
of an annual tribute to the Porte being the 
only reminder of Turkish misgovernment. 

If these propositions are accepted, there 
will be a formal armistice; if they are re- 
jected, war will be renewed. The if “ in 
this case is a very broad and liberal one, and 
large in implication. It would be the part of 
prudence for the Turk to accept the English 
proposition, but his fatalism, fanaticism, 
hatred, and obstinacy may lead him to reject 
it. The London Standard, which is Turkish 
ius all of its sympathies, declares he will not. 
But even if he should, it is not settled that 
Servia wil] accept. The war feeling in Servia 
is running higher than ever since Prince 
Mian declared himself King. Heavy bodies 
of troops are pouring in continually from 
Russia. A legion of 10,000 Russian cavalry 
arrived at Belgra e on Saturday last. 
The Servians themselves are making 
renewed preparations for war, and the 
Montenegrins are once more resuming 
active operations. It is intimated that, when 
the struggle is renewed, the Turks will meet 
a different foe from that hitherto encoun- 
tered, and that when the present changes 
are effected not a single Servian will remain 
incommand. In addition to all these sug- 
gestive movements, it is stated that Russia 
disapproves of the English propositions as 
being too mild. 

As we have before stated, it is impossible 
to forecast the future, but there is little hope 
for peace in the present aspect. It is almost 
morally certain that England will not fight. 
France will not fight. Germany has no in- 
terest in the pending questions. It is Brs- 
manck’s policy to wait, let Austria go in, and 
then take the northern provinces of that 
Empire, which are almost sure to be Ger- 
manized. Russia holds the key to the 
situation, and, as every move that she 
is making is in the direction of war, it is 
not improbable that in a very shorttime the 
Sclaves of Russia and European Turkey will 
be arrayed against their ancient and implac- 
able foes, the Mussulmen and Magyars, in 
which case Turkey is doomed. But whether 
Turkey accepts or rejects the propositions, 
her power over the Christians is broken, her 
tyranny is at an end.

THE NORTHFIELD ROBBERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
here in the Northfield robbers appears un- 
abated. The fellow killed at Madelia, after 
being embalmed fof preservation and identifica- 
tion, was exhibited at the State Capitol to-day 
to thousands of morbidiy-curious people. The 
three in jail at Faribault, who were captured at 
Madelia, are identified by the Chief of Police of 
St. Louis, representative of the United States 
Express Company, as Cole Younger, Bob 
Younger, and Al Carter. Carter is a Texas 
desperado, and hag seldom worked with the 
Younger gang. His identification is uncertain, 
since, if the detectives were not certain of 
James Younger being badly wounded in the 
trip of July 7 last, they concede this man might 
be him. About Cole and Bob Younger there is 
no doubt. The man killed at Madblia is identi- 
fied as Charley Pitts. He is probably the 
one who killed Cashier Heywood. The 
two killed at Northfield are certainly Clell 
Miller and Bill Chadwell, of the Missouri gang. 
Every point of identification of these robbers is 
as given by Hobbs Kerry, the confederate now 
a prisoner in Missouri. Cole and Bob Younger 
are recognized by Col. Merriam, of this city, his 
son, aud Supt. Lincoln, of the St. Paul & Sioux 
City Road, as having been in the Gad’s-Hill raid 
on the Iron-Mountain (Mo.) Railroad. Cole 
then wore a doth with eye-holes over his face, 
but is ized by his hair, and voice. 
Both deny being on the Gad’s-Hill affair. Fears 
of an attempted rescue and fears of the advent 
of a mob to 8 prisoners are entertained 
at Faribault. he jail is already strong! 
guarded, and 75 stands of arms were — 
from the State armory to Sheriff Barton this 
evening. 
AN INTERVIEW WITH ONE OF THEM. 
Correspondence St. Paul Pioneer- Press. 

MavDeE.ia, Minn., Sept. 22.—I arrived here at 
4 o’clock this aftemoon, the train bringing sev- 
eral hundred people from Mankato and wa 

itions. On arriving at the Flanders Hotel 
zound an immense crowd assembled. Guards 
were posted in the hall-way and at the foot and 
head of the stairs. The rush of visitors was 
great, but I succeeded in getting past the 

ards and to the prisoners. first called on 
ole and James Younger, who occupy a bed to- 
gether. Both are terribly wounded, and their 
faces much disfigured. They certainly do not 
look like such desperadoes as they are. 
Cole, who bas bright-red whiskers, had 
his right eye bandaged, and said he was 
suffering frum seven wounds. James has a 
fearful-looking mouth, the lower jaw-bone 
being shattered. I told them I represented the 
Pioneer ress, and asked if they wished to say 
anything to the public. Cole was much obliged, 
and asked if I would kindly —— thanks 
to the citizens of Madelia, who had treated them 
with wonderful kindness. He expressed his 
surprise at such treatment, and was gratetul for 
it. James tried to say something, but could not 
articulate, and only mumbled. The doctor 
would not allow them to talk much, and as 
curious people were passing in and out I left 
them to call on Bob. These men suffer much, 
and their talk is sometimes delirious. Both are 
brave, never moaning, and are receiving every 
possible attention. 

I found Bob, as he asked to be called for 
short, lying in bed, shackled and suffering from 
a wound in the arm, received at Northfield, 
and from a wound in the breast got yester- 
day. He was pleasant, cheerful and com- 
municative. He is a six-foot boy, 23 years 
old, and as fine-looking a specimen of manhood 
as lever saw. He has a kind expression, and 
speaks in a low, gentle tone, using the best of 
language, —no Oaths or slang. Fle was willing 
to talk of himself, but positively declined to 
say anything of the movements of the other 
men. I gave bim a cigar, for which he was very 
grateful, and arose to smoke while we con- 
versed. He said he had tried a desperate game 
and lost. They were rough boys, used to rough 
work, and must abide by the consequences. He 
was inclined to think Heywood was more fright- 
ened than brave. He was in the bank, and said 
the shooting of the Cashier was an impulse of 
* on the part of the man that shot him. 

ie said they all deeply regretted it. They could 
have pi_sed off many citizens, as all were dead 
shots, but did not desire to do murder. He 
would not say who shot Heywood. He said the 
w.tnesses in Northfield undoubtedly knew, 
Toais was in answer to the ques- 
tion, Did the robber killed pes- 
terday shoot him? Of course he regretted 
his situation, but all the chances were weighed 
before starting in. He had looked over the 
other bauks before deciding, and knew all 
about those in the ‘larger places, and wished 
now he bad undertaken one of them, as the 
chance to retreat was much better than in a 
small place. At Shieldsville they frightened 
the boys badly, but did not shoot to kill any- 
body. They could have easily shot several. 
Tuey staid in the woods about Kilkenny Thurs- 
day night, when they crossed the ford at the 
Little Cannon. They knew the guards had run, 
but did not know how many. Tuey moved 
back into the woods, but started soon to make 
a crossing before the guards were reinforced. 
They cam Friday. night where the horses 
were found. They left at daylight, made a lit- 
tie headway, stopped on a sort of a peninsula, 
robably half a mile from the German church, 
ut part of a day. They made a fire and 
took comfort. They shot a pig and calf, 
both in the head, but they refused to die 
and they dared not fire much They pushed 
on Sunday night until midnight, and camped 
in Marysburg. They heard the church bell 
strike 6, and thought it was a mile away. They 
made a fire there, and had a good meai of corn 
and potatoes. Mondaythey made good head- 
way. At night they camped in a field in the 
bushes. Twice they were alarmed by mh 
ssing near, though they did not go to Indian 
ake, as supposed by Sheriff Davis. They said 
Dunning took a solemn oath not to reveal hav- 
ing seen them. They would oot have shot him 
under any circumstances, asd did not tie him in 
the woods from humane feelings, as they feared 
he would not be found, and would die there. 
When passing through Mankato the steam 
whistle of the oil mill blew midnight, and 
startled them. They hid awhile, and then 
passed on, aud did not hear or see the guards at 
the bridge. Alter crossing they * 
four” watermelous, and had à feast. e 
said they intended to call around some 
day ana pay the gentleman for them. They 
gut two old hens and one spring chicken at a 
house near by, and in fifteen minutes would 
have had a good breakfast, but they were 
alarmed by shouting, either@f men on the rail- 
road train or by pursuers; saw one man looking 
for boot-tracks; did not think they were pur- 
sued, but ran away up a bank. It was the 
closest call they had. They did not cross Blue 
Earth River then, but did during the „ They 
then kept on through the woods. Iwo men 
then left, and as the pursuit was directed after 
them, they had an easier time. He biamed 
humself for the captur¢, as he was overcome 
by drowsiness, and insisted on remaining in the 
field, while the others wished to keep on. They 
would not leave him, but if they had gone hal! 
a mile they would not have been caught. He 
declined to say anytii out his pre- 
vious life. Though he 1 seen & pam- 
phiet written about them, he never no- 
ticed it. He said he and another bought horses 
in St. Paul. They did not know where the oth- 
ers got theirs. He was in the Merchants’ Hotel 
when the Red Caps left for Winona to play the 
Clippers. He is a base-ball player, but made no 
bets on the game. He said they had no regular 
jeader. Every man expected to do his work, 
whatever it was. N 

His wound is in the elbow joint of the right 
arm, the joint being iractured and he cannot 
straighten the arm nor control the fingers. He 
is very polite; talks when questioned, but not 
obtrusive, and is so muld-mannered that he 
would make a good impression on anybody. He 
shows much gratitude for his good treatment, 
and fears to give trouble. When given a copy 
of the J’ioneer-P’ress, he saia he was glad to get

HELL-GATE. 


The Great Explosion. 

Nzuw York, Sept. 25.—Last evening, when the 
tide was at about half-ebb, the steamer Provi- 
dence. of the Fall River Line, passed over the 
place of the explosion. She encountered no 
difficulty, and sailed about 50 feet nearer to 
ere Point than any steamer had ever done 

efore. 

It was Mary Newton, the daughter of Gen. 
Newton, and not quite 3 years of age, who fired 
the mine that biew Hallett’s Point reef to pieces 
yesterday. 

At Hallett's Point, this morning, the only 
traces to be seen of the great coffer-dam were a 
few f ents afloat in the water. Gen. New- 
tun ved about a quarter before 11 o’clock, 
and in company with Bernard F. Boyle, the 
overseer of the late works, inspected the scene 
of the explosion with evident satisfaction. In 
answer to a question of the reporter of the 
Evening Post as to the success of the blast, he 
declared emphatically that it was a thorough 
explosion. There are $223,000 now availiable for 
the prosecution of iurther work at Hell-Gate. 
A large part of this sum will be required this 
year ior the removal of the rocks blown up 
yesterday, and it is probable that several years 
will pass before the beginning of operations at 


Diapatch to Cincinnati Commercial. 


New York, Sept. 24.—The acres of obstruct- 
ing rock in Hell-Gate were lifted at the appoint- 
ed time to-day by the explosion of 50,000 
pounds of dynamite. The writer had 4 place 
on one of the guard-boats, as close as anybody 
to the blast, and shared in the dreading antici- 
pation and culmination that all near observ- 
ers experienced. Many opera-glasses were 
used, and all crowded to that side 
of the boat toward Hallet’s Point, 
to the place where, according to their 
expectations, a very exciting, if not dangerous 
exhibition, was soon to be made. A half hour 
of waiting was to be endured, and the time was 
chiefly spent in guessing at the consequences ot 
the explosion. Lunches were bought 07 a few, 
of two women, who sold viands, with life pre- 
servers at their sides, ready for instant use. The 
signal guns distinctly marked the periods of 
increasing interest, and the five minutes before 
the explosion were doubtless full of intense 
sensation to those whose positions seemed to 
expose them at least to peril. The typical ob- 
server held a watch in one hand, an opera-glass 
in the other, and did not breathe often during 
the last minute of suspense. 

All accessible points at safe distances were 
packed with spectators, and back of the guard- 
boats crafts wi all descriptions held thousands 
upon thousams. A solema expression seemed 
to pervade the vast multitude as the time of the 
explosion drew near. A man near me drew out 
his watch and timed the minutes. ‘ 

2:49—Every eye was fixed upon the distant 
gallows-like frame above the works and water 
just beiore it. 

2:50—A slignt movement among the men at 
the howitzer made the only sound that broke 
the oppressive silence. 

2 :50}¢—Spectators began holding their breath 
for the coming shock. 

A few seconds more the signal] fired for the 
last time. Then when the echoes thus awak- 
ened had just died away, a white foamy veil 
rose from the water at the point toward which 
every one was gazing, so high in the air as to 
hide momentarily from view the tall, green 
trees u the sloping Astoria Hill behind it. 
From the centre of this wide, bong veil a pillar 
of dark cloud shot up, in the lighter portions 
of which could be descried rude forms and an- 
gular outlines of huge masses of rock and por- 
tions of the coffer cam. A second more and 
the foamipg mass of upheaved water had sunk 
back into the river, and a murky cloud was lost 
in the blue above. The gpise was little more 
than a muffied roar of far@fistant thunder. At- 
mospheric shock there was barely any, even at 
that short distance from the explosion, and not 
sufficient agitation of the water to rock paper 
racing shells. 

It was fully half a minute after all was over 
ere spectators seemed to realize that already and 
with so little demonstratron everything had 
been accomplished. Then they broke the silence 
with hearty cheers, and the steam-whistles on 
the boats joined in the congratulatory din. No 
damage was done anywhere. Windows within a 
short distance were not broken. 

The blast is believed to have done the work 
thoroughly, although suundings have not yet 
been made.

Lonpon, Sept. 25.—A later dispatch from 
Constantinople announces that the Ambassadors 
will communicate on Tuesday to the Porte the 
formal conditions of peace settled by the Eu- 
ropean Powers, the points of which have pre- 
viously been reported. Russia has given her as- 
sent in principle to these conditions. 

A telegram from Belgrade says public opinion 
in Servia is greatly excited over conditions 
of peace proposed by the Powers. It is stated 
that the restoration of the statu quo ante 
bellum in Servia, with only the introduction of 
local reforms in the Christian Provinces of Tur- 
key, would be a fatal blow to those countries, 
without actual independence. Servia would be 
morally dead. The promised reforms are not 
likely to be carried out. Peace secured on such 
conditions would merely defer the inevitable 
conflict between the Christians and ‘lurks. * 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg denies all 
reports of warlike pre ons on the part of 
Russia, and ascribes the rumors to the excited 
state of the population. number of volun- 
teers for Servia, however, daily increases.

PROCLAMATION TO THE SERVIANS BY THE SUB- 
BLIME PORTE. 

The following proclamation has been ad- 
dressed by the rkish Government to the 
people of Servia: 

Servians: You are the descendants of those 
ancestors who lived in and security for more 
than five centuries under the patermas protection 
of the Imperial Government. That Government 
has constantly lavished its favors upon them, and 
it has felt the same sentiment of justice and good 
will toward you who are their descendants. 

The Servians, on their part, in acknowledgment 
of these favors, and while preserving their nation- 
ality, never entertained a thought which was not 
for the interest and prosperity of their country. It 
was because they listened to the counsels of 
the witze men who had at heart t rogress and 
safety ot the nation. Thus it was that they pre- 
served an unalterable fidelity towards the Sublime 
Porte during the wars and revolutions which dis- 
turbed the world for over 40 years. They lived in 

ace, and that judicious and upright conduct of the 

aithful subjecta has constantly been the object of 

the satisfaction of the Imperial Government, 
which, having taken their erent wishes into 
consideration, has, at regular times, added new 
immunities to those they enjoyed heretofore. 

Above all, the Sublime Porte was anxious to 
testify that in its feelings it made no difference 
and no distinction between the Servians and ite 
Museulman or Christian subjects, and to show once 
more the trust reposed in them conferred upon 
the Prince of Servia the commandment of the 
fortified places of that province. 

Yet, the men who found themselves at the head 
of the affairs of Servia. disregarding the intentions 
and pacific instincts of the Servian people, at- 
tempted to use them as docile instruments to 
gratify their own insatiable ambition, deceived. a 
part of the nation, and induced it to furnish and 
— arms to the rebels in Herzegovina and in 

nia. 

Those dangerous men, to the representations 
made to them by the sovereign court and to the 
exhortions of the Great Powers, answered by let- 
ting tne responsibilities of their acts rest upon the 
nation. 
vians and aggravated the situation of the unfo 
tunates they pretended to help. 

Recently they received in their midst forei 
officers and military leaders, and according to the 
plans prepared by the latter, they forcibly put 
arms in the hands of the Servians in order to attack 
and fight at once the neighbors with whom they 
lived in peace for 500 years, and burn and destroy 
their villages and their homes. 

Servia is an integral part of the Ottoman Em- 
pire, and ber inhabitants are the children 
of the same country. The interests of 
both are closely bound together. Could the 
Imperial Government see with satisfaction 


* Servia ruined by the war? If it has been compell- 


ed to occupy her territory militarily it is but to 

unish the madmen who wanted to encroach upon 

ts rights, and to put an end to their criminal at- 
tempts. The Government my regrets the mis- 
fortunes and the losses of the Servians caused by 
the stubborn resistance made by a misled portion 
of that people which thought itself able to oppose 
the Imperial forces. It deplores also that a con- 
stitutive part of the Empire should be desolated 
by the calamities of war, and that so many women 
and children, and inoffensive peasants, be subject- 
ed to the hardest trials. 

The men who took in their hands the reins of 
the Servian Government and whose sacred duty 
was to promote the interest of their 2 
securing for it the benefits of peace, and in labor- 
ing to increase the resources of its prosperity, 
squandered the money of the people in armaments 
and war preparations. It is thus that unrestrained 
ambition and evil passions have brought them to 
use against that people the economies which every 
one had saved to support his family, his children, 
and all who are dear to him. 

Servians! Know it well, the Government con- 
siders as his children all his subjects without 
any distinction, either Mussulmans or Christians. 
No father ever desired the — of his own 
offspring. The ery occupation of Servia can- 
not therefore have for its object the ruin of that 
Beautiful province, and that of its honest in- 
habitants. It is only to chastise those who, after an 
unjust and odious aggression, have tried to resist the 
Government by force of arms, and have drawn de- 
a upon a peaceful population so many un- 
deserved misfortunes. As for the inoffensive resi- 
dents, they can rely upon the efficacious protection 
and the special good wil) of the Sublime Porte. In 
anv case the sympathies of the Imperiai Govern- 
ment for the Servian people are and remain un- 
changed. Its greatest wish is to secure its protec- 
tion to the orderly inhabitants, and particularly to 
the women, the children, and old people during 
the troubles fomented by a few unscrupulous 
men, who seek to promote their personal interests 
atthe price of the worst misfortanes which can 
befall to their country. Therefore the Sublime 
Porte has transmitted to every commander of its 
armies in the field the formal order to save 
and protect the life, the property, the family, and 
the dwelling of every Servian who shall surrender 
to the military authorities or deliver up his arms. 
Agcressions and acts of violence, either on the 
part of the soldiers or from any one else, against 
the life and property of the inhabitants who have 
surrendered shal) be summarily punished. On the 
other hand, if amongthe latter men should be 
found who after their submission should 
renew the hostilities against our 
troops, they shall be treated with all the 
rigor of military law. The object of tne pres- 
ent proclamation is tg inform the Servians that all 
those who sha!] trust their lives, their properties, 
and their families to the loyalty and mercy of the 
Imperial Government, and who, moreover, shall 
be firmly determined not to violate their agreement 
to keep their allegiance, shall have to apply per- 
sonally or by proxy to the commander of the near- 
est Imperial forc@ 

As for those who shall remain obdurate in their 
resistance, and diaregard the tenor of this proc- 
lamation, they shall have to be prepared to meet 
their fate and the consequences of their rebellious 
conduct.

If there were any additional line, it should be 
between New York and Boston. Heretofore, if 
an accidefit occurred, the mail-car was surest to 
be put off the train and left behind. The mail 
service had been made secondary to everything 
else; it should be cut louse from every acydent 
and circumstance of travel. The fast-mali sys- 
tem was the most economical system ever de- 


carrying a great number of small packa ses, an 
roviding such unlimited exchanging facilities 
or smal) communitics, the fast-mafl trains went 
less often and carried greater packages, distrib- 
uting the mails in transit.

A General Shutting-Down Agreed Upon by 
the Pennsylvania Operators--Thirty Thou- 
sand Miners Out of Employment. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

READING, Pa., Sept. 25.—Ever since the dis- 
ruption of the coal combination the operating 
companies have been —— for a general and 
complete suspension ork at the collieries in 
the various districts of the middle and northern 
coal fields owned or controlled by them. Some 
of the individual operators and mifiing com 
panies have either partially or entirely closed 
their works, or put a small portion of the miners 
on reduced time and wages, but no grand shut- 
down of operations was determined upon until 
Saturday last. At that time a ‘number 
of prominent coal producers had a confer- 
ence, and, after discussing the situation 
in the regions and the seaboard, resolved to in- 
augurate a complete cessation of work. The first 
Company to announce a suspension was the 
Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, acorporation that has, in conjunction 
with the Central Railroad ot New Jersey, car- 
lively and prosperous coal business. It 
is repofted the Company is financially embar- 
but the report needs confirmation. The 
aborers of the Company in the 
it Hil] region are thrown out of employ- 
ment, an the other 12.000 operatives 
in the Wyoming and Lackawanna districts 
will be furloughed bythe close of the week. 
The other a mining and transportation 
companies will adopt a similar line of policy as 
soon as all arrangements are completed in that 
direction. 

At this time there are some 30,000 colliers 
unemployed, and a good prospect of the army 
being increased at least 15,000 before long. . In 
many of the more isolated districts there is more 
or less Molly Maguirism, and outbreaks may 
occur at any moment, as the feeling is very 
bitter against the action of the companies 
throughout the Summit Hill Region. The 
operations of the Molly Maguires have caused 
much comment, and the arrest and incarcera- 
tion of Patrick McKenna and Charles Fisher for 
complicity in the assassination of Morgan Pow- 
ell, a mine boss, has excited the community in- 
tensely. It is believed these desperadoes will 
make such revelations as will implicate many 
others of the terrible organization. 

Important developments are looked for with 
deep interest. There is much trouble between 
the mining and g companies and individ- 
ual operators, and it is probable some of the 
latter will be ultimately ruined. All sorts of 
reports and rumors are afloat, and lively and 
rp rome times may startle the coal trade within

THE BLACK HILLS, 


Arrival of Almost a Ton of Gold at Chey- 
enne. 
Cheyenne Leader, Sept. 19. 

Sunday’s Leader announced the arrival at Fort 
Laramie of W. P. Wheeler and party with 1,900 
pounds of gold, gathered from one claim on 
Deadwood Creek, Black Hills, during the past 
five months. Mr. W. P. Wheeler and his part- 
ners, C. Farnham, R. Ryan, and Joseph Webber, 
arrived here yesterday noon, accompanied by au 
armed escort of 15 men, who were paid $200 
each for their services in accompanying and guard- 
ing the treasure-trove from Deadwood to this 
city, the trip occupying eight days. 

reporter of the Leader, accompanied by Mr. 
W. H. Bennett, of Alpha Mine fame, visted 
them last evening. After a pleasant chat about 
the Hills the reporter asked to see the gold, and 
Mr. Wheeler unlocked the stout satchels in 
which the gold, which was inclosed in buckskin- 
bags, was packed, taking out bag after bag until 
there was scarcely space on the tioor of the large 
room where an ordinary-sized foot could have 
been put down without covering a bag of — 
and then there were still several unopenec 
satchels. Several bags were opened, the guld 
appearing to be all of one character—in coarse, 
flat fakes, with not over 5 per cent of it flour- 
gold or dust. 

Both the reporter and Mr. Bennett made 
strong efforts to pocket a re bags, but the 
eyes of the owner watched every move, and 
none was secured. Bennett, on leaving the 
room, backed out with a large bag in his hands, 
which hé held behind him, but, as he refused to 
divide with the reporter, the latter forced him 
to return the precious stuff. 

Wheeler and his partners left here for the 
mines March 27. Upon arriving they purchased 
Claim No. 2, on Deadwood, which they worked 
with a force of from 16 to 30 men, until Sept. 
8. when they sold out and started for Chey- 
enne. The biggest clean-up for one day’s work 
was 118 ounces. Their pile closely approximates 
1,900 pounds, worth over $400,000, and they pro- 
pose to take it to Philadelphia, have it coined, 
and use it themselves. They propose to have a 
good time, but are not men who will throw 
money away. They had no trouble coming out, 
though they saw a few redskins. They will re- 
main here two or three days yet.

Theassailantwas 
Matthew J. O’Brien, the keeper of a boarding- 
house in the basement of the corner of Jackson 
street and Wabash avenue, who, until last Sat- 
urday, was employed at the stable as a driver, 
when he was discharged for being saucy to Mr. 
Palmer. As a driver he ‘was quite 3 
favorite, but was known as 3 quar- 
relsome, vindictive man, and on that 
account considerably mistrusted. O’Brien re- 
pented of his haughty conduct, and was trying 
to get back, but was finally answered decisively 
in the negative. e blamed James Doody, a 
washer in the stable, and James Marlow, a 


driver, for this sudden reverse of fort Cue, and 
vowed vengeance upon both whenever they met. 
Early in the evening O’Brien met y on 
Monroe street, near Wabash avenue, and at- 
tacked him, but after a short scufle the twain were 
separated by bystanders before they had a chance 
to do his thumping capacity justice O’Brien 
was hot, angry, and excited with liquor, of 
which ne h aken freely, and at the time 
mentioned went over to the stables with the 
intent of having it out with either or both of 
his enemies. Charles Moore, another employe, 
noticed O’Brien coming, and warned Doody to 
secrete himself, and thereby avoid any dis- 
turbance at the stables might cause 
bis discharge. O’Brien noticed him, 
however, and, running after him, 
warned him not to hide, but to 
turn and defend himself. The two then grap- 
pled on the runway, and a — rough-and- 
tumble ensued, in which Doody, having got 
hold of the spoke of a wheel, gave O’Brien a 
severe beating. The two rolled over and over 
into a gully at the side of the runway, and here 
Doody agin had the advantage, which so in- 
censed O Brien that he drew a pocket-knife and 
stabbed 8 recklessly at his antagonist. 
Only one lunge took effect, but that 
was suflicient to cause y to give 
up the fight. He was found to have received a 
— ig three inches‘in length, in the left 
, from which the intestines protruded. 

Drs. Blanchard and Wickersham were called 
upon to attend him, and, after dressing the 
wound, he was removed for further treatment 
ts tue County Hospital. The pbysicians were 
unable to say positively whether or not the 
wound wouid result fatally,but were inclined to 
think the chances of recoverv very small indeed. 
Doody is about 24 years of age, single, and has 
a sister liver living somewhere in the citv. 

O’Brien was arrested almost immediately after 
the affray by Detective Macauley, who was o 
portunely in the neighborhood at the time. He 
is rather a comely appearing man, 35 years of 
age, and has a wile and two children. 

THE SECOND MURDEROUS ASSAULT 
happened at about the same time, if anything a 
few minutes later, at the saloon of K. Schaffner, 
No. 642 State street. At that time a tall, yel- 
low-hued negro named John Thompson entered 
the place in an intoxicated condition. 
Noticing an acquaintance named Wash- 
ington Jones sitting in the saloon, 
he approached him and shook bands, saying 
“Pil shoot a — to-night. They all 
pitched into me, especially that one with the 
light pants.“ What orto whom these remarks 
had reference was not known, but, from the 
fellow’s subsequent conduct, it is plain that he 
was tortured with a desire to kill or wound 
somebody, or do anything else that would give 
him the reputation of being a bad niggah.“ 
He then went out on the sidewalk among a 
party of men who were sitting on 
veer-kegs just in front of the sa 
loon. Among this party there was one, 
a young man named Martin Mullen, who ha 
pened to have on a pair oi light pants, the sight 
of which were as maddening to Thompson as 
red is to a turkey gobbler or an infuriated bull. 
Calling Jones to the door, he stepped back a 
few —— to the edge of the sidewalk, and, tak- 
ing deliberate aim at Mullen, with a terrible 
oath fired full at him. he ball, 
however, missed its aim, and lodged in 
the beer-keg on which the marked man 
was sitting. As may be supposed such insane 
conduct as this caused a general stampede. One 
of the party, a young boy of 13 years of age, 
started to run through the saloon to escape, but 
was caught ere he had gone 20 feet by a second 
bullet fired also at Mullen, but which had 
missed its mark, and had entered the saloon by 
way of the window. Thompson then ran away 
as fast as he could, all the while swearing 
volumes of oaths. Perry was found to 
be wounded in the back immediately above the 
kidneys. He was taken to his home, No. 635 


p State street, where he was attended by Dr. An- 


drews. The physician was unable to find the 
bail, and is therefore unable to say whether or 
not the wound will result fatally.
